Yesterday numbers the. fortieth semi-
annual opening of Egan &, Treat's tailoring
bouse. Egan & Treat belong to tho con-

servative class as against the "fad" and
extreme type of tailors and it is not llat-tex- y

to say that their reputation for
artistic work extends beyond our State
and has obtained national recognition.
More than one of their designs from time
to time have found place upon the pattern-plate- s

emanating from New York, the
source of styles for America. Neither has
the firm catered to the cheap shoddy trade.
They have known, as intelligent people
know, that the best goods, as well as tbe
class of artists to shape nnd make them up,
cost more to command, but that corre-spondiuti- ly

they give better service na well
as superior adornment.

The disposition of goods upon racks and
tables for the present opening is more elab-
orate than hitherto, showiug a larger vari-
ety of patterns in tho goods. Time aud
space is lackinu for adequate description of
this feature. The number who are to-da- y

making ocular inspection render descrip-
tion less needful. That is what the open-
ing is for.

For tho benefit of those who can not. in
the nature of the case, otherwise be in-

formed, tbo following synopsis of a few of
the reigning styles is appended:

DOL'DLK-niiKASTK- D FKOCK8.

This garment will, with rare exceptions,
be cut longer and waists shorter, with no
tendency, However, to exaggeration or
tho production of monstrosities. On the
contrary, the trend is toward moderation,
with a well-define- d aim at general eflect
rather than radical change.

CUTAWAY rilOCKS,
As with the double-breast- s, has a tendency,
to longer measurement. Tho three but-
ton er. of course, will prevail though this
description applies as well to those of ouo
and four buttons.

SACKS.
In this class of garment tbe most popular

will he the four-butto- n. cutaway and the
materials iu this bouse will generally be
woolens, though whip-cord- s aud other hard
goods will be in demaud.

TKOUSKRS.
These will, generally speaking, show no

marked chauges beyond some artistio
effects which the practiced tailor under-
stands better than ho can convey in words.
There will in certain quarters bo a slight
change toward a shade narrower cut.

VESTS.
This smallest garment in gentlemen's at-

Tho only change of moment here is that
the side stripe of fancy braid and of me-
dium width is again roming back for dress
trousers. The peaked lapel and the shawl
collar will be equally popular.

of all tbe English generals, and admirals,
and statesmen, crowned and uncrowned,
put together." Judge Howe then referred
to the death of his daughter one year ago
on that day, saying that he had not since
then made any addresses or speeches. But
when the invitation came to him from bis
friend of boyhood days and comrado in
war, James Comfort, he could not decline.
It was not much, he remarked, that he
would say. but at least he wanted to
be counted as one in fnll sympathy
with the day and the purpose
and spirit of its observance. He
had heard it said at times that there was to
bo an organized effort to break down trades-union- s.

He prophesied that it would tail,
just as it did when tbe English aristocracy
attempted it. Trades-union- s, ho satd, bad
como to stay. He referred to the illusion
of some people that labor organizations
are made up of Anarchists, terrorists and
Communists. "Some people," said he, "can-
not get it out of their heads that laborers'
rights are capital' wrongs. They havo
the same idea that Lord Palmerston had
when he said that "tenants' rights were
landlords' wronas.' These are misera-
ble fallacies. God's laws are so framed
that wnatever is right for one is right
for nil. and whatever is a wrong to oue is a
wrontr. more or less, to the whole com-
munity. This is a very simple truth, but
it is hard for a great many people to realize
it. The farmer makes a mistake who
thinks that he has no interest in seeing tbe
wrongs of workingmen righted. You will
make a mistake it you think you have no
concern in every effort of. tbe farmer to
maintain his rights. We are all interested
in seeing that every man in the community
gets what is due him and no more. That is
tho vital principle of all society and of all
government, and it is never infringed upon
without injury to all."

GENERAL ORGANIZATION ADVOCATED.

The Judge then commended tbe trades-union- s

as the only organizations, the Farm-
ers' Alliance excepted, opposed to monopo-

lies. He held that the unions are the most
effective barrier against the encroachments
of corporate power and capital upon the
rights and liberties of the people. But the
trades-unionis- ts must discover their own
needs. It is hot the philosophers and poli-
ticians who first discover wrongs and their
remedies, but the people who feel trie
burden of their hardship. Effort should
not cease until the whole country is organ-
ized, the women as well as the men. The
spesker continued his address by giving
some sensible advice: "Do not," he faid.
"attempt too many reforms at once. Make
no war upon capital as such, nor on corpo-
rations as such. Both are essential to
business and to your own prosperity. They
are bad masters but good servauts. I have
no war to make on men merely because they
are rich. If they get their richeshonestlvand
use them properly they are welcome to
them. Still, what we waut to do is not to
make war. oven against such men. but to
try. at least, to break up the nest that
hatches out such men and all the vast
brood of monopolists, to break, up every sys-
tem of legislation or government policy
that tends to concentrate wealth and power
in the hands of a few at tbe expense of tho
many, for as long as such systems continue
there will be more and more Goulds and
Vandezbllts.

It took a great many years to abol-
ish the slave trade. It tock a great
many years and a cruel war to abolish
slavery iu this county. No great reform
was ever eflected in a day or a year. 'Learn
to labor and to wait,' says the poet. Wo
must keep up tbe fight for the right all
alonir tbe lino and all through life. If we
do not get to enjoy tbe fruits of it, perhaps
our children muy."

The address concluded with a patriotic
reference to the government, which, "with
all its defects, is the best on earth and most
easily adjusted to the will of the people,''
Judge Howe thoueht. He met with hearty
applause as be finished.

Mr. Morris Koes lollowed with an ad-
dress, in beginning which ho referred to
the accomplishment of making Labor day
a legal holiday, and dwelt, in an interest-
ing! way, on the rise and history of trados-union- s

in the United States. The address
was a plea to make small sacrifices, as well
a3 great, iu order that more may bo ac-
complished. Tho trades-unionis- ts are
ready to sacrifice time, and rest,
and money, but not their pleasures
or conveniences. If they would give
up the latter, every retail store could be
closed nt " o'clock, thus relieving tho clerks
who must be on duty. It was the working-me- n,

he urged, who kept the stores open.
The speaker also advocated theerectiou by
the unions of a labor temple.

Kev. Charles N. Dexter, tho popular Con-
gregational preacher among the union
men. was greeted with loud applause as he
arose to speak. His subject was the in-llue- nre

of the church in questions of labor
and its wrongs. Tbe church, he said,
sustained the Christ principle of brother-
hood of man m society, and has led the
workingmanto rise to a sense of his own
manhood and to assert himself. It is ac-
complishing the slow but sure reform by
evolution, not revolution, by logic and
love, not iron and the sword.

Mr. Philip Kappaport. tbe well-know- n

Socialist, was the next speaker. Ho re-
proved tho workingmen for lack of inter-
est in their own condition and tbe causes
that make necessary tho correction
of evils. Tho greater crowd, he said,
was at the dancing platform, whereas itought to be whero its interests were beinir
discussed. He cited as an instanco of this
lak of interest tbe fact that at the recent
international labor congress at Brussels,
American labor was not represented. The
morning parade, he said, should have con-
tained 5,000 people in a city tbe size of In-
dianapolis to give the greatest eil'ect to tho
movement. The speaker then turned' to
a discussion of the evils in pre-
vailing systems, and was listened
to with much interest. He was
followed by .lere McCarthy, president of
the National Brotherhood of Boiler-maker- s,

and Mr. HiggaHon, president of Carpen-
ters Union, No. 4itf, who spoke briefly, clos-
ing the exercises.

TJIU ATHLETIC CONTESTS.
The athletio contests were held in a

grassy space inclosed by rones. Tbe crowds
which pressed against the barrier derived
much amusement from the actions of several
luckless dogs that wandered into tbe open
space. A solid line of humanity barred
exit, and tbe laughter, whistlingand calls so
confused tbe poor canines that they were
pictures of despair, until at last a desper-
ate break for liberty was successful. The
contests wero watched with much interest,
it being difficult at times to keep tbe crowd
out of the way.

NO COUNCIL MELTING.

Important Fiscal Legislation Mcst Await the
Pleasure of the Democratic Members.

Messrs. Cooper, Dunn and Gasper, all
Republicans, were the only members of the
Council present at S o'clock last night, and
consequently no meeting was held. Just
at this season the business of the Council
is the most important of tbe year, for now
is when all tho financial legislation of tho
year is to como up. The tax levy
for tbe ensuing year must be made, the
estimates of the controller considered and
tho annual appropriations made. Tbe
Council has thus far passed two appropria-
tion ordinances, and both times tbe
ordinances were formulated by the con-
troller and simply accompanied by
estimates in bulk. Mr. Ratsniann is prob-
ably the only member of tho Council who
knew just where the money was coming
from and what it was going for. This is
not the theory of the charter at all. The
law requires the controller, and Mayor to
submit to tbe Council estimates of receipts
and expenditures made out with the great-
est possible particularity. In order that tho
Council may know as i:ear!y as may
be what every ceut it appropriates is to bo
expended for. It further requires that
these estimates be referred to tho liuance
committee, and that after carefully con-
sidering tbetn that committee shall report
such au appropriation ordinance as it may
deem wise. The charter thus contemplates
that the Council shall take an active and
intelligent part iu determining tbe scheme
of expenditures for tbe year instead of
simply holding a veto power upon what
may originate with the administration.

Councilman IUssmann, chairman of tho
finance committee, yesterday put himself
on record against any scheme to runb the
fiscal legislation through in a series of spe-
cial meetings close together, as all the ad-
ministration schemes nave been put
through this year. "Yon are right," said
he to a Journal reporter. with whom ho was
discussing tbe subject; "the appropriation
ordinance ought to originate with our com-
mittee. Tbo last one came in and was
divided up among tbo aiHerent com-
mittees. I am going to insist this
time that tbe estimates be referred to
our committee and tnat it bo given a week
or more, if need bo, to consider the matter.
I guess Mr. Pearson was right when he said
on the floor that I was the only member
who knew just what tho last one meant.
Every member of tbe Council ought to
know just what he is voting on."

Mr. Rassmann thinks tho city tax lew
will probably be fixed at 70 cents. It is the
business of the controller to recommend to
the Council what this levy shall be. The
Council can fix it lower, hut not higher,
than his figure.

Trades-Unionis- ts Celebrate with Marked !

Success and Much Enjoyment.

A Procession Numbering Nearly Four Thou-

sand, and Which Was Almost an Hoar Pas-
singAddresses and Athletic Contests.

Tho first observance of Labor day. yes-
terday, since It became a legal holiday,
was very general in this city, owing to the
closing of stores and suspension of busi-
ness. The buildings wero decorated with
Hags, and the ptesence of thousands of peo-
ple on the central streets wearing
badges or uniforms further accentu-
ated the signiiicanco of tho day.
The frequent bands of music furnished
gala airs, which noted a day of festivity
and recreation. By 10 o'clock, tho hour of
the parade, Washington street was liter-
ally packed, not only on the sidewalk but
also lar beyond the curbs, leaving only
rocm for tho procession to pass. The peo-
ple stood patiently until almost 12 o'clock.
Fortunately tho weather was all thatconld
be desired. The sun shone brightly,
but was tempered by tho Septem-
ber air, so that there was no
discomfort from the heat. The procession
was skillfully formed at the corner of
Washington and Tennessee streets, Grand
Marshal O'Day, of the machinists, demon-
strating that his selection for tho position
had been a fortunate one. The unions were
formed four abreast, and moved into their
places without friction or collision. The
parade was led by Xessler's Band, followed
by Grand Marshal O'Boyle, James M. Deery,
chairman of the Labor-da- y committee,
and by other aids. Tho Machinists
Union led the van. with Chief Marshal
James P. Boyle and the Collier Cadets in
zouavo costumo at its head. This union
had 206 men in line, and was accompanied
by the Helpers' Union, numbering fifty.
The boiler-maker- s, numbering sixty-fou- r,

and their helpers, sixty-eig- ht strong, were
the next in line. They bore, as 6id most of
the other unions, beautiful banners of silk
and gold. A baud was next to unpear, fol-
lowed by the Blacksmiths' Union. 123 strong.
The two irou-molder- s' unions, Noa. .X and
17, followed consecutively, and then came
the cictal pohshers, a drum corps, the saw-make- rs

and tho architectural iron-worke- r,

completing the tirst division, composed, as
it will be noticed, wholly of iron-worker- s.

THIS OTHER. DIVISIONS'.
The second divisiou was headed by Os-tendo- rfs

Band, with Chief Marshal Henry
Galo in command. The tinners and
sbeeMron-worker- s wero the first in
line, numbering sixty-tw- o, and wero
followed by tho plnmbers and steam-Utter- s,

the stone-cutter- s, marble and granite-c-

utters, stone-mason- s, Carpenters'
Drum Corps. Carpenters Union No. 440.
Carpenters' Union No. CO. Carpenters
Union No. --0- Carpenters' Union No. 157,
Carpenters' Union No. 609. and hod-carrier- s.

The stone-maso- ns briubtened np the line
with their neat costumes of whito caps and
shirts and gray trousers. The showing of
tho carpenters in the division was tho larg-
est of the whole parade. No. 410 was led,

strong, by, its own drum corps. No.
200 had J0 men in line. Ulderly members
of the Carpenters' Union rodo in carriages.
Theother unions had a large representation
in this division. Chief Marshal K. A.
Darnaby, of the third division, led a hand-
some body of men, the Typographical Un-
ion No. 1. clad in uniforms of dusters and
light stiff hatn and carrying canes. Tho
division marc tied to the sprightly tunes of
a band. The pressmen followed the prin-
ters and wero in turn followed by the book-
binders and the baker's unions. The latter
wore a costume denoting their trade, box
capsaud blouses. A bannerat their head bore
tho inscription, "The Press, the Pulpit and
the Public are all tor Us." The rest of this
divisiou was made up of tho following
unions, all strong and showing nearly their
full membership: Paper-hanger- s, clerks
and salesmen, laundry girls, railroad con-
ductors, locomotive engineers, locomotive
firemen. Brotherhood of Trainmen, socialis-
tic labor party. Barbers' Union, Musicians'
Union No. 20, tigbt-barrel'coope- rs, slack-barr- el

coopers, teamsters and nhoveler.
The fourth division was led by the Union
band, and was in charge of Chief Marshal
William Franz, of the cigar-maker- s. 140
strong. Tho hnir-spinner- s, tho harnesa- -
makurs, the street car conductors and
inotortnen. the Furniture-worker- s' Unions,
No. GG andi:t, the Wood-carver- s, Carriage-maker- s,

hard-wood-vatnisb- ers and wheel-make- rs

followed in the order named. The
Brewers were the last in line, and bore a
representation of Gambrinus.

A GREAT rROCKSSION. .

The procession marched north on Tennes-
see to Ohio, thence east to East street,
south to Washington street, west to Illi-
nois street and thence to the Union Sta-
tion. It required fifty minutes to pass a
given point and there were fully 3.500 men
inline. It was such a demonstration of
tho organized laboring people as the city
never saw before, and many perhaps
never dreamed of. The success of the pa-
rade and the day's observance tilled tho
participants and leaders with great pleas-
ure and neaily everybody with surprise
nnd admiration. Borne in tho lino were
banners with significant inscriptions, show-
ing the methods of labor in securing vic-
tories, such as 'Stay away from
stores that keep open all night.'1
meaning a plea for overworked clerks and
intimating tho power of a boycott. Other
inscriptions were equally lull of aDt mean-
ing, and were eagerly read by the thousands
of spectators.- -

Many of the unions m line turned out
lullaruer numbers than they dared hope
for. Tho painters, who havo been dis-
tracted with dissensions over a repudiated
agreement with tho bosses, showed a
strength that surprised themselves,
and filled them with anticipations
of better things nest year. The
rule in many of the nnions that a member
must march or be fined caused a full rep-
resentation pretty generally, of the onions
participating. The procession broke rauks
at the Union Station, and many at once
took tho train for Garfield Park, accom-
panied by their families. Large baskets
of provisions were taken along. .iggesting
that the fatigue and hunger following the
morning's march would socn be relieved by
a hearty picnic dinner.

AT GAKF1ELD TARK.

The trains bearing tbe people to the
park were each composed of ten coaches,
and were crowded at every, run of fifteen
minutes. Not less than G.000 people were
on the grounds. Tho sandwich caterer,
tbe lemonade and peanut venders, the
muscle tester and other similar enterprises
wero not long in making their presenco
known. A delegation of shell-- w orkers was
on band, but Sergeant Merlord and a detail
of fourteen officers warned them effectually
against attempting the seductive) play. A
game of oontz was discovered at long
range, but the players tied at sight of blue
coats and brass buttons. On tho outskirts
of the park each of the breweries had a
wagon-loa- d of beor in kegs, which
was being dispensed in large quan-
tities, but not in the park. These
were nitre incidents of the time
and place. The great mass of tho people
were having a good time, socially, and un-
der elevating intluences, and enjoyment
was depicted on nearly every face. In the
region of the dancing platforms great
crowds watched, with much interest, the
graceful dancers. At 2 o'clock a crowd
was attracted to tbe speakers' tand by a
band, and Chairman James M. Deery pre-
sented the tirst speaker. J udue I). V. Howe.

Row Be and His Corporations Are Woiklug
Things Little Hope for the Cincinnati

Street-Ca- r Syndicate nisen's Breaks.

The general impression among the coun-
cilman is that the Cincinnati street-railroa- d

syndicate will never get a franchise
of any kind from tbe Sullivan administra-
tion. Its former petitions havo lain before
the Board of Publio Works for several
months now without being considered at
all, and the additional petitions it filed the
other day urging somo action are not likely
to receive any greater consideration. Noth-
ing will be done either way before the
election, and after election any other com-
pany than Mr. Frenrel's' may whistle for
all it gets. "You have no idea." said a
Democratio member last night, "how much
Frenzel and the two big corporations of
which he is the head have at
stako iu this election or how
hard he is working to pull
Sullivan through. Hero is tbe Trust, inter-
ested in the gas ordinance and tbe street-
car company, to which a new franchise is a
matter of life and death. With Frenzel at
the head of both and using all the power
of both to make things come his way. he
named on the executive committee Mike
Burns, assistant superintendent of the
street-ca- r company, for tho Fifth ward,
George Harpeck, civil engineer of tbe same
company, for tho Fourth ward, and W. A.
Armstrong, an employe of the Trust, for
the Third ward. How much he had to do
with making up tho test of tho com-
mittee I don't kuow, but ho certainly
Darned those three. ' Burns and Harpeck
will handle the money the Citizens' com-
pany dumps into the campaign, and they
will also handle the thousand men in its
employ. The Trust has several hundred
more which Frenzel can probably handle,
and Sullivan will get them all."

"But suppose Sullivan is defeated!"
"Frenzel will get his frauchise just tho

same, and it will be an exclusive one, too.
Tbe Sullivan administration will remain in
ollice nntil Jan. 1. There is nearly three
months after election, and that is ample
time to get a franchise through."

Features of O'seu's Councilmanlo Career.
Tho Republicans of the Thirteenth ward

are making a valiant fight to elect Sinks
Ferguson to tho Council and retire the
awful Olaf Olaen, and they are receiving a
good deal of Democratic support. It has
begun to dawn upon tbe residents of the
old Twentieth now the larger half of the
Thirteenth that Olson is in the Council
very largely for the purpose of repre-
senting Olaf 01 sen. His two most con-
spicuous exploits this year have been
when ho rushed out of the chamber and
threatened to stop tbe city government by
resigning, and when he "nipped the Deere
switch ordinance and succeeded in making
it a case ot mysterious disappearance.

He has a
switch across tho avenue just abovo this
point, and wanted to keep everybody else
out: Finally the Commercial Club, which
had worked hard-- - to bring tbe
Deere enterprise here; came down ou
the Board of Public 'Works and it
agreed to allow tbe switch to be put in. An
ordinance confirming the contract w as in-
troduced in the Council and referred to the
committee on railroads. Just before the
next meeting, when the committee went to
look the matter up, the ordinance was no-
where to be found. Much search and in-
quiry developed the fact that Olson had
taken it from the clerk's desk at
the meeting before. ' He did not
appear at tbe Council meoting. and
when a messenger - was sent to
bis house after the ordinance,
he Bent back word that he bad mailed it to
Mr. Markey. Au efiort was made to dupli-
cate the ordinance that night, but it coula
not be doue, and the matter was delayed a
couple of weeks more. The ordinance
which Olsen claimed to have mailed to
Markey never appeared at the postorfice,
although diligent search was made for it.

gives every promise of being an enormous
affair. It was seen yesterday that tbe base-
ment of Zion Church would not be able to
bold half the crowd, and tho place was
changed to the Tabernacle, at the corner of
North and Blackford streets. Mr. Herod
and others will address the meeting, and
everybody, be he Democrat or Republican,
is invited to attend.

CL'LEBUATEl) HIS BIRTHDAY.

The Club That Bears His Name Honors the
Memory of Mr. Hendricks.

The Hendricks Club celebrated the birth-
day of Thomas A. Hendricks at its rooms
last evening, that distinguished Democrat
having been born Sept. 7. 1S12. There were
fifty persons present, and speeches were
made by John V. Kern and Jndge Nihlaclc.
Mr. Kern reviewed the services of Mr.
Hendricks at length, and gave a glowing
eulogy of his character. Judge Niblack
spoke of his connection with Mr.
Hendricks, and tho events that preceded
tho latter" a accession to rulersbip of the
party in Indiana. The Judge sooke of the
contest between the two factions, led re-
spectively by Jesse I). Bright and Joseph
A. Wright; of the downfall of Bright, who
was, as ho expressed it. "peculiarly in-
volved, as some of you will remember; ho
wrote a letter to Jefferson Davis recom-
mending somo friend, and was expelled
from the United States Senate," while Jos.
A. Wright, a war Democrat, joined the Re-
publican party. The Democratio party
in Indiana being then without a lead-
er, Mr. Hendricks took that position,
and held it until his death. "Hen-
dricks," said the Judge, "not only had per-
sonal magnetism, but a name that was his-
toric in Indiana. Tbe second Governor of
the State, who was also a United States
Senator, was named Hendricks, and was his
uncle, so the name was known in tbe State
for seventy years, and that had something
to do with directing attention to him.
There is something in that, for the name of
Harrison has done much lor the President
of the United States. I never asked for
any political preferment in my district.
All I received came unasked, and 1 had no
other ambition except to promote the
fortunes of Thomas A. Hendricks. He was
my idol, and when ho died 1 was left
in a state of political orphanage, so to
speak, and I so regard myself to-nigh- t."
